W. F airbanks was nominated for vice president. 
The result of this ballot was : Fairbanks, 863; Burkett, 
108; Johnson, I; Borah, 8; Webster, 2; Burton, I; not vot­ 
ing, 3; absent, I. Missouri voted solidly for Fairbanks. 
During the balloting for president Dupont's name 
was withdrawn, and Delaware voted for Hughes. 
Governor Willis, of Ohio, withdrew Burton. Hayes, 
of Indiana, withdrew Fairbanks and east the vote of his 
delegation for Hughes. Root withdrew and Iowa with­ 
drew Cummins and cost its vote for Hughes. 
Chairman Harding then announced that he had sent 
a telegram of notification to Hughes and that the justice 
had sent a telegram of acceptance. 
National Chairman Hides then announced an organi­ 
zation meeting of the new national committee, following 
which the convention adjourned at 2:01 p. in. and all was 
over. 


Message of Notification to Hughes. 
Following is Chairman Harding’s message of notifi­ 
cation : 
“With deliberation and enthusiasm, under circum­ 
stances which could not have been more complimentary, 
and with a unanimity never excelled in past conventions, 
you have been nominated by the republicans of the nation 
as our candidate for president of the United States. 
“Your eminent fitness for this high office, your ster­ 
ling integrity and unsullied private character are under­ 
stood and appreciated by your countrymen. \ oicipg the 
sentiments of the convention over which I have presided 
by courtesy of my fellow delegates, I congratulate you 
and the country upon the outcome of this convention.— 
Warren C. Harding.” 
Mr. Hughes Makes Prompt Acceptance. 
I > 
Justice Hughes’ telegram to Chairman Harding says: 
“Mr. Chairman and Delegates: 
I have not desired 
the nomination. I have wished to remain on the bench. 
But in this critical period of our history I recognize that 
it is your right to summon and that it is my paramount 
duty to respond. You speak at a time of national exig­ 
ency, transcending merely partisan considerations. \ on 
voice the demand for a dominant thorough-going Amer­ 
icanism with firm protective upbuilding policies essential 
to our peace and security; and to that call, in this crisis. 


I can not fail to answer with a pledge of all that is in me 
to the service of my country. 
There tore, I accept tile 
nomination. 
“I sta n d for a firm and unflinching maintenance of 
all the rights of American citizens on land and sea.^ I 
neither impugn motives nor underestimate difficulties. 
But it is most regrettably true that in our foreign rela­ 
tions we have suffered incalculably from the weak ann

a fugitive I rom justice, and also on 
the ground that he had committed no 
felony, according to the papers sub­ 
mitted for extradition.

C. E. Garrison, special agent for the 
Missouri Pacific, together with Nelson 
and Attorney O'Bannon, arrived home 
Saturday 
afternoon 
from 
Jefferson 
City, all feeling much elated over Nel­ 
son’s release. 
On the same train 
was 
Detective 
Richards, en route to his home at San 
Francisco without the man he made a 
trip half way across 
the 
continent 
after. 
Nelson’s story, as presented in his 
fight against extradition, was that he 
had three half-brothers named Elston 
engaged in the jewelry business at 
San Francisco. 
By a second marriage 
of his mother he was known as Nel­ 
son. 
For these half-brothers he took 
a position as traveling salesman, and 
represented them, together with other 
jewelry 
houses, 
carrying 
six 
side 
lines. 
He made a trip to Central America 
and Cuba and on returning was taken 
ill with malaria at New Orleans. From 
there, he claims, he shipped back what 
jewelry he had in his possession and 
paid for what had been disposed of. 
Claim was also made that Blythe re­ 
fused to accept the return

jewelry and demanded a settlement in 
cash. 
Nelson claims the goods were ship­ 
ped to the Elston brothers and that 
the other jewelry companies were to 
claim them there, he asserting that 
he had written each house he repre­ 
sented to thai end.

Available material 
w'liere the work is be 
will generally determine the material 
of which culverts will be constructed. 
For example, if we are in a country 
where good building stone abounds, it 
would generally be advisable to use 
this material for culverts. 
If no stone is handy, but good gravel 
may he secured, plain concrete, or re 
enforced concrete, may be found to be 
the most economical materia!. 
In 
some localities we shall have to resort 
to the use of pipes. 
My cxp< rience 
has been that while a good culvert 
may be constructed by the use of vit­ 
rified tile, its use in most cases ha3 
been a failure. This is due to lack of 
proper care in laying the pipe. 
All culverts, of whatever material, 
should be carried to a good foundation. 
Generally speaking, I would recom­ 
mend that the waterways of stone 
culverts be paved, and that concrete 
culverts be built with a concrete floor, 
although this is not always necessary. 
Iii any event the side walls should be 
carried to a good, firm foundation, and 
each end of the culvert should be pro 
vidod with a cut-off w?all carried below* 
Hie frost to prevent undermining by 
the water. 
Pipe culverts should be laid on a 
good, firm foundation, 
lf the natural 
soil docs not provide this, a founda­ 
tion should be excavated from twelve 
to fifteen inches below* the bottom of 
the pipe and crushed stone or gravel 
should be placed in the excavation 
and the culvert well bedded on this 
foundation. 
A head wall should be 
provided at each end of the pipe cul­ 
vert the same as for concrete or stone 
culverts, to prevent the water from 
getting under tho culvert, or along tho 
side of it, and washing it out. 
Cast 
iron water pipe and corrugated metal, 
if of good, pure iron, will be found to 
make satisfactory culverts where a 
small opening is necessary. 
All culverts should be laid on a 
grade and, above all 
things, they 
should be provided with a good out­ 
let to take the water away from them. 
Sometimes this will necessitate the

Topeka, Kas., June IO.—A lawsuit 
that began over an 
$89 
claim 
and 
which has been in the Kansas and the 
United States courts for an even ten 
years and has cost upwards of $30,000 
in actual cash payments has just been 
ended. 
The Missouri Pacific railroad 
has paid final claims against it and 
bondsmen for the company have been 
released from further liability in the 
case by the Kansas supreme court. 
The 
Kansas 
legislature 
of 
1905 
passed what is known as the recipro­ 
cal demurrage law. 
It provided that, 
if a shipper did not unload his cars 
promptly, the railroad could collect for 
the excess time and, 
if 
a 
shipper 
called for cars and did not get them 
promptly, the shipper might collect 
demurrage from the railroad. 
The Larabee Milling company is one 
of the largest mills in Kansas. 
It is 
located at Stafford and has track fa­ 
cilities with both the Missouri Pacific 
and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, 
through a connecting switch. 
In the 
car shortage in the summer of 1906, 
the company asked for some cars from 
the Missouri Pacific. The road failed 
to put them on the siding when asked 
for and for some days thereafter, and 
tile millers demanded the demurrage. 
The company refused to pay and the 
lawsuit was started over the claim of 
$89. 


Beginning of the Case. 
The case began in the Kansas su­ 
preme court as an application for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the Mis­ 
souri Pacific to furnish 
the 
milling 
company with cars. 
It was tried in 
the supreme court after some months 
and 
the 
millers won. 
The railroad 
took the case to the supreme c o u rt of 
the United States. 
The millers won 
again. 
The 
law' 
also provided that, if a 
claim against the railroad 
was 
sus­ 
tained 
by 
the 
courts, the railroad 
would have to pay the attorney fees 
for the complainant. 
After winning 
the original case, the millers asked for 
payment of the attorney fees. 
This 
was refused, and the Kansas supreme 
court was asked to order the payment 
of the fees. 
This was done. 
Tnen 
there was a year or more of intermit­ 
tent hearings on the question of the 
fees. 
Claims had been presented for 
fees aggregating $7,000. The original 
lawyers for the milling company had 
to hire other lawyers 
to 
prosecute 
their claims for fees. 
A master was 
named to find out what fees would be 
proper. 
A hypothetical 
question 
of 
some 16,000 words was submitted to 
hundreds of lawyers throughout the 
country. 
The question set forth in 
detail the w'ork done in the case in 
two courts and asked 
each 
lawyer 
w hat he thought would be a reasonable 
fee. 
The answers varied from $5,000 
to $100,000. 


In Highest Court Again. 
An order was finally made fixing 
the fee for the attorneys for the mill­ 
ers at a’ bills less than $30,000. 
The 
railroad refused to pay this amount 
and the case went to 
the 
supreme 
court 
of 
the 
United States again. 
There the railroad won. There was a 
new hearing in Kansas on the question 
of fees and again the railroad appealed 
and a third time the case went to the 
supreme court of the United States, 
and the railroad won partially and the 
millers won partially. 
The case was recently returned to 
the Kansas supreme court and the or­ 
ders made to settle the suit as direct­ 
ed by the supreme court of the United 
States. 
This has just been done and 
the payments ordered have all been 
made and the case is really ended. 
No one knows the exact cost of the 
case to both sides. 
It has been va­ 
riously estimated by 
attorneys 
and 
I 
court officials. 
The actual expenses 
incident to the case have 
exceeded 
$12,000. 
This includes the expenses 
allowed* the attorneys 
in 
numerous 
trips to ‘Washington and in traveling 
around Kansas completing the case. 
In this sum is also included the vari­ 
ous court costs, the printing bills for 
briefs and abstracts and other papers. 
It is estimated that all of the lawyers 
have received between 
$15,000 
and 
$20,000 in fees. To this must be add­ 
ed the salary of the attorneys for the

From three to five during the same 
afternoon the Women’s Council will 
give an entertainment.

People Should Not W orry Too Much 
About Their Eating— All That 
Follows W ill Be of Inter­ 
est to the People. 


For the preservation of health and 
production of efficiency, man needs a 
mixed diet. 
There are certain food 
principles which are essential, says 
Dr. M. P. Ravenel, of the department 
of preventive medicine of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri at Columbia. 
First, the proteins, whose principal 
function is the building up of tissue, 
replacing wear and tear. 
They are 
found in meats, eggs, milk and cer­ 
tain vegetables, like beans, peas, len­ 
tils and nuts. 
Second, 
the carbohydrates, whose 
I function is chiefly to provide fuel and 


energy. They are found in two of the 
ordinarily 
used 
food 
stuffs — the 
starches, such as bread, cereals, rice, 
potatoes, etc.; and the sugars, which 
are found in tile juices 
of 
various 
plants, in honey, etc. 
Third, fats, whose function is chief­ 
ly to furnish fuel. 
Tile chief sources 
of fats are cream, tile fat of meats, 
many nuts, etc. 
Fourth, the minerals and 
organic 
acids, which are essential to the body. 
These are found in many vegetables 
and certain other foods, particularly 
in milk and the yolk of eggs. 
Certain other principles have been 
discovered in recent years, among the 
chief of which are substances called 
vitamins. These are absolutely essen­ 
tial to well-being. They are found in 
iresh food of all kinds, like meats, yolk 
of eggs, peas, beans, barious vegeta­ 
bles and fruits. 
They are destroyed 
b‘y some of our methods of prepara­ 
tion of food. 
For example, sterilized 
milk and sterilized canned foods are 
in large part deprived of these vita­ 
mins. 
We can also take them awa} 
from vegetables, like rice, by a high 
degree of polishing, which has been 
largely practiced. 
Barnes fed on sterilized milk some­ 
times develop scurvy. 
This can be 


prevented by feeding a tablespoonful 
of orange juice once a day. 
People should not worry too much 
about their eating. 
If the foods are 
clean, fresh and well prepared, the av­ 
erage person gets a fairly well bal­ 
anced ration. 
in people inclined to overweight, or 
those who lead sedentary lives, the 
fats, starches and sugars should be re­ 
duced, and fruit and 
vegetables 
in­ 
creased. Those who are underweight, 
or are engaged in heavy muscular la­ 
bor, should increase the starches, fats 
and sugars.

MILITARY DRILL WILL BE GIVEN LADS 


Boy Scouts Scheme to Be of Interest 
to Every City and Town In the 
United States, Says Sat 
urday 
Dispatch. 


New York, June 
IO.—Nearly 200,- 
000 boys will 
go 
into p repined ness 
camps in all parts of the country this 
summer, under the leadership of men 
blentified with 
the 
Boy 
Scouts 
of 
America, according to 
an announce­ 
ment made at 
the 
headquarters of 
the organization here today. Military 
drill will not be given the boys, but 
in other ways the camps will be very 
similar to 
the 
military 
instruction 
camps for adults at Plattsburg, N. Y., 
and other places. 
“An analysis of the program for the 
Plattsburg and similar camps promot­ 
ed by General Leonard A. Wood re­ 
veals that fully three-quarters of the 
subjects and activities taken up in 
them are included in the Boy Scout 
schem e,” the statement reads, “and 
they will be provided 
in this sum­ 
mer’s Boy Scout camps, 
the 
first of 
which will be opened next week.” 
The aim in view, 
it is explained, 
are not only to build the boys physi­ 
cally, but to 
give 
them “knowledge 
and skill that will immeasureably in­ 
crease their usefulness to their coun­ 
try in any crisis.” Under this plan the 
following subjects are included in the 
course of instruction: 
Camp site selection, 
tent pitching, 
drainage, 
sanitation, 
commissary 
equipment 
and 
management, 
fire 
lighting 
without 
matches, 
cooking, 
long distance code signaling, setting 
up of field telegraph and wireless out­ 
fits, bridge building, construction of 
signal and observation 
towers, 
fire 
fighting, swimming, rescue of drown­ 
ing persons, resuscitation, 
managing 
boats, first aid to injured, observation 
and memory tests, map making and 
reading, 
exploration 
of 
unfamiliar 
territory and dispatch bearing. In ad­ 
dition, the Scouts will learn largely 
through 
games 
and 
competitions 
which 
quicken 
boyish 
interest, 
a 
great dea about nature, and will be 
taught to put into practice the code 
of conduct known to them as “Scout 
great deal about nature and will be 
prepared,” which has been the “Boy 
Scout slogan since the incorporation 
of the government in 1910.” 
“The most ardent preparedness ad­ 
vocate 
of 
today,” 
the 
statement 
declares, “has added nothing new to 
the arguments that were recognized 
by the promoters of the Boy Scouts 
schem e; indeed, 
the 
Scout scheme 
goes further and provides a workable 
plan, one that 
is 
actually working, 
for preparedness for every day life, 
for the routine requirements of citi­ 
zenship, as well as for emergencies, 
including the possibilities of war.” 
In explanation of the fact that the 
boys will not 
receive 
military drill 
the statement says: 
“The rifle, the 
sword 
and 
other 
military accoutrements form no part 
of the Boy Scout equipment. 
The 
boy in his adolescent years, we feel, 
Is not sufficiently benefited by prac­ 
tice in the manual of arms to have it 
take the place of other things which 
are of more positive .and constructive 
value. 
“Lieutenant 
General 
Sir 
Robert 
Baden-Powell, who developed the Boy 
Scout movement on tho ‘be prepared* 
plan, with long 
experience 
in Eng­ 
land’s recruiting work, 
strongly op­ 
posed military drill for younger boys, 
and is fighting hard now against the 
cadet system which is advocated by 
some in Great Britain. He opposes it 
on the ground that it defeats the ob­ 
ject it is 
intended 
to 
accomplish; 
that efficient, well disciplined fighting 
men can not be made without a per­ 
sonal development of character, re­ 
sponsibility, 
self-discipline, 
physical 
health, none of which come from the 
sort of military 
’drill’ 
that 
young 
boys receive. 
“The Boy Scouts of America go in 
a different way about the business of 
training boys for the service of their 
country. All of the interests and ac­ 
tivities of the Scouts are planned so 
as to give the boy a grounding in the 
qualities that make for good citizen­ 
ship, a strong body, 
an 
alert mind, 
moral perceptions and inclinations, a 
knowledge of his 
country 
and 
the 
true meaning of the flag.
